Colonel J. H. Steers is in Knoxville, Ten- 
nessee, making arrangement for the com- 
mencement of work on the Blue Ridge 
Railroad.

Mr. R. L. Cobb, late resident engineer 
upon the Memphis and Little Rock Rall- 
road, has resigned, and has been appointed 
— engineer of the Kansas City Rail- 
road. 


The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
and the Pennsylvania railroads have inau- 
gurated a fast train between Chicago and 
New York, the time being twenty-seven 
houra, and the fair has been reduced to 
eighteen dollars. ; 


The Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
Company have commenced the publication 
of the Railroad Record. The managing 
editor of the Record must be B. Hughes, 
Esq. Judging from the leader on the 
drama. The record contains the latest tel- 
egraphic news, market reports, and rail- 
road tariffs. It is independent in politics. 

George D. Roberts, of Pennsylvania, has 
been elected President of the Company to 
build a railroad from Washington to Fred- 
ericksburg, uaiting with that to Richmond. 
The work will be immediately commenced, 
and completed by December next. The 
Pennsylvania Central has in this, as well 
as in the Baltimore and Potomac Railroad, 
the controlling interest. The Pennsylva- 
nia Central has thus secured a line from 
Richmond, by way of Washington and 
Baltimore, to unite with its Western and 
Northern lines. 


Passengers from Selma to Mobile now go 
via Montgomery, instead of Meridian. 
They saved about an hour under the old 
schedule, and about twenty-five hours as 
the trains run now. 

The South branch of the Kansas Pacific
